NOT ENTER 
SQUABBLE 

Board’s Decision Met 
With Applause from 
Plan's Opponents 

Orange county will take no part 
in the squabble that has arisen 
over tideland or island drilling for 
oil at Huntington Beach. This de¬ 
cision was announced by John C. 
Mitchell, chairman of the board of 
supervisors, yesterday at the con¬ 
clusion of a hearing on the pro¬ 
posal. 

When Chairman Mitchell an¬ 
nounced the board's decision, it 
was greeted by vociferous applause 
from Huntington Beach opponents 
of the plan. 

A rumored motion that the 
county seek a lease on the state- 
owned tidelands oil pool failed to 
materialize after the hearing, dur¬ 
ing which 7 B. Talbert, mayor of 
Huntington Beach, declared “there 
are some people who feel that they 
can stick oil derricks all over our 
beach and that we will just have 
to like it. We are just as proud 
of our public beach as is any com¬ 
munity in the county, and are en- j 
titled to consideration." 

Satisfied With Bill 

Mayor Talbert said the people 
of Huntington Beach are satisfied 
with provisions of assembly bill 
1684 which will permit tapping of 
the tidelands pool through direc¬ 
tional or "whipstock’’ drilling 
from inland sites. He also pointed 
out that the people of the state! 
had disapproved tideland drilling 
by an overwhelming majority at | 
the last election, and that it would 
be n Co.sary for the state legisia-

Steps Taken Today to 
Get SERA Help on 
Bowers Opening 

A project for the equipment and 
opening of the C. W. Bowers Me¬ 
morial museum on North Main 
street was outlined this morning 
by F. P. Jayne, of the State 
Emergency Relief Administration, 
and was to be placed before Mayor 
F. C. Rowland this afternoon for 
his signature. 

Under this project, it seemed 
likely that work on museum cases 
and other equipment will be start¬ 
ed within 10 days or two weeks. 
The papers were to be mailed by 
the local SERA to state headquar¬ 
ters this afternoon, and materials 
and men will be available for i 
museum purposes just as soon as 
the state authorities give their ap- j 
proval to the project. It is be¬ 
lieved that approval will be given 
promptly. 

The project as Outlined by Mr. 
Jayne has the backing of the spe¬ 
cial committee appointed by 
Mayor Rowland Monday night. 
That committee, consisting of 
Councilman William Penn, City 
Auditor Lloyd Banks and T. E. 
Stephenson, chairman of the mus¬ 
eum board, was instructed to co¬ 
operate with the SERA in secur¬ 
ing a project. 

The plan as approved in Santa 
Ana calls for an expenditure dur- , 
ing the next three months of 
$2700 in labor and $400 in mate¬ 
rials. Labor will include two car¬ 
penters, a cabinet worker, two 
painters, as well as clerical help 
in th* opening of the museum.

Retiring early this morning, the 
household from which the curly- 
haired lumber heir was snatched 
last Friday, was awake and stir¬ 
ring again by dawn. 

John Philip Weyerhaeuser, fath¬ 
er of the missing lad, was be¬ 
lieved to be with J. Rodman Tit- 
comb, uncle of the . lissing boy 
and mentioned as probable contact 
man. Titcomb and a man believ¬ 
ed to be Weyerhaeuser, left the 
lumber family’s home last night 
and did not return. 

Their departure a few hours 
after the family received a reg- 
iste d letter, recalled that the 
kidnapers said in the ransom 
note, “you will be notified where 
to go when the time comes.”

WASHINGTON, Wednesday,! 

May 29.—The Administration \ 
is quietly trying to placate labor 
leaders on the work-relief wage 
schedule of $19 to $94 a month. 

The Laborites are up in arms 
over this low level and are putting 
the heat on their congressional 
friends to make it a public issue, 
this the administration is most 
anxious to avoid, since the ques¬ 
tion is political dynamite. 

In an effort to forestall an open 
fight, Harry Hopkins has been 
conferring secretly with union 
leaders and assuring them that 
the announced work-relief wage 
schedule will not be allowed to 
undermine prevailing pay levels. 

At one meeting with leaders of 
the building trades unions, Hop¬ 


kins pointed out that the Presi¬ 
dent’s order specifically em¬ 
powered Hopkins to set aside pro¬ 
mulgated wage rates wherever he 
deemed that desirable. 

In other words, the schedule is 
to be a sort of general yard-strick, 
not an ironclad rule. Hopkins also 
stressed the fact that federally 
financed public work projects are 
exempted from the work-relief 
wage schedule. 

The implication of Hopkins’s ex¬ 
planation amounts to this: 

That in localities where labor 
is organized and can enforce its 
demands, prevailing wages will 
be paid. But where an opposite 
situation prevails, pay will be

WASHINGTON, Wednesday, 
May 29. 65’)—The New Deal probed 
vainly today for means to meet 
the extraordinary problem present¬ 
ed by the supreme court blasting 
of NRA. 

Officials assayed conflicting re¬ 
ports about preservation of code 
wage and hour standards. 

Gratification over public an¬ 
nouncements that many businesses 
would observe codes voluntarily 
was offset by private information 
of some moves to cut wages and 
lengthen hours. While refusing to 
speak for quotation, one key NRA 
officer predicted a general code 
breakdown. 

Roosevelt Waiting 

President Roosevelt, pursuing 
his own studies silently, was be¬ 
lieved to be awaiting especially for 
two things; first, a consensus from 
both his administration and legis¬ 
lative advisors on how to proceed; 
and two, a crystallization of pub¬ 
lic opinion. 

There was a pronounced impres¬ 
sion that, under the decision, it 
would be extremely difficult to em¬ 
brace NRA principles in any law; 
and so a constitutional amendment 
would be necessary, if the New 
Deal is not to alter its announced 
objectives.

FROM SWELLS 
AT BEACHES 


NEWPORT BEACH. Wednes¬ 
day, May 29.—Property owners 
today were nervously watching 
the oceans for signs of ground 
swells that may spell untold loss 
of property and damage to the 
city’s streets tin the Pacific Elec¬ 
tric right of way. An eight-foot 
wall of sand, 1000 feet in length, 
is being constructed along the 
ocean front between Tenth and 
Nineteenth streets as a precau¬ 
tionary measure. 

So long as there are no ground 
swells, the extremely high tides 
are not likely to do any damage. 
However, the highest tide of this 
particular neriod is scheduled for 
8 p. m. Friday, when it will reach 
a height of six feet and five 
inches The damage Monday night 
was the result of a tide with a 
maximum of five feet and six 
inches However, it was accom¬ 
panied by huge ground swells. 


San Clemente Chief of 
Police Leads Speedy 
Chase Along Coast 

A running gun battle between 
San Clemente police and a bandit 
who had held up a service station 
in Oceanside and was apparently 
heading for Los Angeles, awakened 
residents along highway 101 be¬ 
tween San Clemente and San Juan 
Capistrano early today. 

Abandoning his car after a 
spirited run north, the unidenti¬ 
fied gunman fled on foot and 
combined efforts of San Cle¬ 
mente police and sheriff’s men 
failed to locate him. 

The holdup occurred shortly 
after 10 o'clock last night when 
the bandit entered the station, 
bought five gallons of gasoline, and 
at the point of a gun forced the 
station operator to hand over $28 
in cash. 

Shortly after midnight, a car 
answering the description given by 
the service station operator was 
seen speeding down the highway 
into San Clemente by Chief of Po¬ 
lice Tom Murphine and Officer 
Earl Moore, who fired two shots at 
it. Neither took effect. The ma¬ 
chine was traveling at a speed of 
about 75 miles an hour at the time. 

The officers gave chase in their 
car, and soon were in a position 
to open fire on the speeding ma¬ 
chine.

Price Cutting Danger 
Cited by Leaders as 
Mark Downs Start

CHICAGO, Wednesday, May 29. 
CP>—Countless thousands of Amer¬ 
ican employes today received the 
reassuring answer of “No!" to the 
question foremost in their minds— 
“Will our hours and wages be dis¬ 
turbed by the supreme court's 
NRA decision?” 

From the country’s far-flung in¬ 
dustrial front, reports which poured 
into the crossroads of the nation 
indicated that numerous large in¬ 
dustries were standing by their 
present standards of hours and 
wages, despite the high court rul¬ 
ing that legally the Blue Eagle 
was as dead as the dodo bird. 

Concurrent with these assur¬ 
ances came warnings from indus¬ 
trial leaders that nasty price cut¬ 
ting might lead to a demoraliza¬ 
tion of business. Evidence that 
such a danger existed came from 
New York where some dealers 
slashed prices of popular brands of 
cigarets by about 2 cents a pack¬ 
age. Price cutting also was seen 
in the toilet goods, liquor and book 
fields.

MOTHER ABANDONS CHILD 


A group of men sitting around 
a table at the State Emergency 
Relief Administration headquar¬ 
ters here yesterday afternoon saw 
a “miracle" take place. The group 
was the county SERA committee, 
and they had become somewhat 
jaded by routine business when 
the phenomenon startled them into 
close attention. 

A petition bearing 42 names, 
urging dismissal of E. J. Rollins 
as foreman of an SERA grading 
project at the Newport Harbor 
High school, practically vanished, 
piece by piece, while they 
looked on. 

The petition was presented 
last week by a group headed by 
Stanley Meric, representing a 
workers’ club. A similar docu¬ 
ment was sent to the Newport 
High school trustees. The peti¬ 
tions said the workers objected 
to Mr. Rollins. 


A letter from the trustees, 
signed by D. J. Dodge, president, 
started the vanishing act. Trini¬ 
dad Calderon, whose name was on 
the document, had informed the 
trustees he did not sign the peti¬ 
tion. Then Terrance Halloran, 
SERA director, spoke "magic" 
words, and 12 more names "van¬ 
ished.” He said investigation 
showed 12 of the signers never 
had worked on the job. Further¬ 
more, he said, there are only 14 
men instead of 42 now on the 
project, and only six of these 
signed the petition. 

In view of the "fadeout” and 
information in the Dodge letter 
that Rollins’ work is satisfactory 
to the trustees, W. W. Hay, SERA 
committee chairman, dictated a 
letter to Mr. Meric, telling what 
had happened to the petition, and 
saying that the board believes the 
project is going along favorably.

Cooperation of the National Re¬ 
employment Service and the State 
Emergency Relief administration 
with Orange county farmers has 
resulted in sending 733 agricul¬ 
tural workers into the fields, it 
was shown yesterday by Charles 
Fallert, manager of the NRS, at 
a conference with the county 
SERA committee. 

Terrance Halloran, SERA direc¬ 
tor, said a reduciton in the SERA 
case load consequently has result¬ 
ed, and that it now stands at 4,- 
300. Only seven per cent of this 
number remain who could pos¬ 
sibly be classed as agricultural 
workers, he said. Only two such 
workers have been returned to 
SERA rolls after they had been 
dropped, Mr. Halloran reported. 

Mr. Fallert said the morale of 
this group appears to have im¬ 
proved and some of the men are 
coming to his office, looking for 
jobs so they can get off the relief 
lists. There has been some trou¬ 
ble, he explained, when a few 
ranchers wanted to deduct trans¬ 
portation costs and the cost of 
compensation insurance from la¬ 
borers’ wages. 

A statistical report by Mr. 
Fallert showed that in the past 
month his office has received 1,- 
086 new applications for jobs. 
There were 1,488 renewals, such 
procedure being required each 30 
days, while 705 persons who had 
been off the NRS lists for a year 
or more reregistered. 

In the past month 233 persons 
have been placed on Public Works 
Administration projects and 72 on 
odd jobs, in addition to the 733 
agricultural workers. Total place¬ 
ments for the month were 1,036, 
of which 707 were from relief 
rolls, the report showed. 


If the county board of super¬ 
visors would subscribe $1000, Or¬ 
ange bounty industries would add 
$5000 to a fund for county-wide 
advertising, Howard Irwin, Ful¬ 
lerton. chairman of the industrial 
committee of the Associated 
Chambers of commerce, told mem¬ 
bers of that group last night. Ir¬ 
win made this statement in re¬ 
porting for the industrial commit¬ 
tee at the monthly meeting of the 
county organization, held at Mid¬ 
way City. 

He said Ihe entire amount would 
be spent in newspapers of the 
county for the purpose of ac¬ 
quainting people of the various 
communities with their industries.

In the past three weeks the 
case load of the state emergency 
relief administ-ation for Orange 
county has decreased by 822, ac¬ 
cording to figures released yester¬ 
day by Terrar.re Halloran, direc¬ 
tor.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday, May 
29. tJP)—C ontracts have been 
awarded for construction of 25 of 
55 new federal buildings in Cali* 
fornia for wh'cn funds have been 
made available by the Public Worka 
administration. 

The procurement division of the 
treasury department today said 
the remaining 30 buildings were 
progressing rapidly through the 
planning stage. Eleven of these, 
in the lost laggard class, at pres¬ 
ent are ideas on the drawing 
boards of architects. The remain¬ 
der are at various stages of ad¬ 
vancement. 

Present indications are that sev¬ 
eral other California cities, not on 
the list for which funds already 
have been provided, may obtain 
new postoffice buildings if house 
leaders carry out their plans to 
appropriate $40,000,000 or $45,000,- 
000 additional for use in a federal 
construction program. This pro¬ 
posed appropriation would be in¬ 
cluded in the second deficiency ap¬ 
propriation bill. 

Eleven cities will obtain build¬ 
ings for which plans are now being 
drawn. These include: Anaheim 
postoffice not to cost more than 
$120,000; Montebello, postoffice, 
$45,100; Whittier, postoffice, $71,- 
500. 

Contracts for construction of 
postoffices in the following cities 
have been awarded, and in most 
instances work is underway: Bell, 
Colton, Compton, El Monte, Hol¬ 
lister, Hollywood, Huntington 
Beach, Inglewood, La Jolla, Ocean- 
side, Orange, Redondo Beach, Red¬ 
wood City, Roseville, San Fernan¬ 
do, Santa Clara, Santa Paula, Tor¬ 
rance, Huntington Park, San 
Mateo and Sebastopol.

THE LAW 

pEPARTMENT of Justice offi¬ 
cials are shaking their heads 
in amazement over the proposal 
advanced by one of their own dis¬ 
trict attorneys for bringing a Chi¬ 
nese to justice. 

A dispute between two Chinese 
became a cause of alarm to Peir- 
son M. Hall, U. S. district attorney 
for Los Angeles county. The dis¬ 
pute was over the alleged sale of 
a woman by one to the other. The 
more culpable of the two had fled 
to China to escape the clutches of 
the law. 

Hall began burning up the wires 
to Washington, demanding action, 
declaring a tong war was impend¬ 
ing. Justice officials said that 
ought to be the business of local 
police, but asked Hall what he 
would recommend. 

He urged that a department of 
justice investigator be dispatched 
promptly across the Pacific to 
bring the Chinaman back to Cali¬ 
fornia. After bringing him back, 
Hall proposed court action to de¬ 
port him.

RIVALS 

yHERE is an intriguing human 

interest story behind Senator 
James P. Pope’s sudden flop to 
the president’s side on the bonus 
issue. 

The reason given by the big. 
bald Idaho democrat for reversing 
his vote on the Patman bill was 
that he would not stand for being 
intimidated by the veteran's lobby. 

But there was more to the action 
than that. 

Pope is secretely envious of the 
fame of his world-renowned Idaho 
colleague, Senator 3ill Borah. In 
the two years he has served in the 
senate, Pope has labored mightily 
to down the standing Washington 
joke, “Who is the other senator 
from Idaho ? ” 

“Where Pope’s republican pre¬ 
decessors were content to remain 
background figures, he has pushed 
himself assiduously to the front. 

This he has attempted to do in 
two ways: (1) by invading 

Borah’s field as a foreign affairs 
authority; (2) by siding with the 
administration when Borah dif¬ 
fered. 

Pope's labored efforts to set him¬ 
self up as a foreign affairs expert 
have made little impression. But 
his repeated differing with Borah 
on spectacular votes has—particu¬ 
larly in Idaho. 

When the president singled out 
Borah—out of all the 531 members 
of congress—to quote in his veto 
message, the word went around in 
the senate: “Watch what Pope 
does.” 

And Pope did not disappoint 
them.

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POOR FELLOWS DYING? HARDLY 

S OMEBODY suggested the republican party would do 
well to adopt the slogan: “Don’t cheer, boys; the poor 
fellows are dying.’’ 

He was referring to recent calamities that have beset 
the democratic party. 

The “don’t cheer” part of it is fine; the rest of it is 
bunk. The “poor fellows” aren’t dying. On the contrary, 
they have set about to rebuild that part of their structure 
tom down by its own weakness. They are attempting to 
salvage—and will—much of the sound timber that 
remained after the hurricane struck in the form of two 
far-reaching decisions of the supreme court wherein the 
codes of the National Recovery Act, as well as the provi¬ 
sions of the farm mortgage moratorium act, were invali¬ 
dated. 

Smart politicians aren’t going to cheer. Others will, 
and still others would like to, but they know something of 
the temper of the people. They know something of the 
good that has been worked by the NRA and other meas¬ 
ures fostered by the New Deal. 

It is encouraging to see the spirit of good sportsman¬ 
ship and fairness that instantly manifested itself on the 
part of the great business concerns which, at the outset, 
imagined they were ruined by NRA. Many of them are 
clinging voluntarily to some of its most radical mandates, 
even though the administration announces it will make 
no attempt longer to enforce the codes. 

The “poor fellows” aren’t dying. They are stripping 
themselves for action. They are ridding themselves of 
some of the millstones that have held them back. These 
include many of the unsound measures adopted in con¬ 
junction with the NRA. It is to be hoped the administra¬ 
tion will find a way to rid itself of a lot of its undesirable 
camp-followers while it is in the process of general 
rehabilitation. 

With this done, the New Deal should emerge stronger 
and better fitted to accomplish its purpose. The snipers 
and pot-shooters have much to do before they tear it 
down. This applies to Herbert Hoover, in case he doesn’t 
know. 


SPOONING THE FOOD 

T HE June issue of The California Citrograph tells a new 
story to illustrate the value of cooperative effort. It 
professes not to know the source of the parable, which 
follows: 

A tire man died and went to heaven (believe it or 
not). Upon being received by St. Peter, he asked to be 
shown to his old competitors of the tire business. He was 
told that each group of people in the same line of business 
lived together; therefore it was an easy matter to go to 
their district and see all the tire dealers at one time. 

Upon seeing them he was surprised to find that they 
were very thin; one could almost see through them. Just 
at that time dinner was being served, and to his astonish¬ 
ment platters of delicious foods were placed before them 
and before anyone was seated an angel came and strapped 
a long iron spoon on each arm. This spoon was strapped 
around the wrist and biceps, making it impossible to bend 
the arm. As a result they could only look at the food. 

Our friend then went to another section where law¬ 
yers lived, and to his surprise found them all fat and 
healthy. While he was there dinner was served, and an 
angel strapped a similar spoon on each arm in the same 
manner. To his surprise he found that each lawyer dipped 
his spoon into the food and FED THE MAN NEXT TO 
HIM. 

Returning to the tire group, he asked an old competi¬ 
tor why they didn’t do the same thing, to which he re¬ 
plied, “What, I’m starving and I should feed that dirty 
crook next to me?”
